ATLANTA, Ga., Deo. 17.— This morning in the 
United States Court Judge McCoy decided the 
contested-election case growing out of the re- 
cent prohibition election in this county. The 
Judge refused to continue the injunction re- 
straining the Ordinary from announcing the re- 
sult of the election, and decided the case 
against the liquor men on every point, There 
is in the bill adoped a provision that Georgia 
wines may be sold.

Wasnincron, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special.}— 
The action of South Dakota in electing United 


to the United States? Nonsense! It caanot be 
any worte in Dakota than it was in Tennessee. 
Tennessee did it; Michigan didit; California 
did it: Colorado did it; and several others I 
cannot name just now. Besides, the Constitu- 
tion contemplates just such action by provid- 
ing that it shall not be effective until itis ap- 
proved by Congress.” 

“Then you regard the action of the Dakota 
people as quite proper under the circum- 
gtances, do you, General?” 

„ Well, I will not go so far as that; but I say 
it is sustained by precedent, and 1 will say this 
much further: The Democrats are trying to 
keep Dakota out because it is Republican. 
They are entirely willing to let in Washington 
Territory because it has a Democratic delegate 
and would probably go Democratic. It is the 
old fight of slavery times over ayain to keep 
out a State unless it is sure to go Democratic.” 

’ Senator Cullom: “ So far as I bave observed 
nothing bas been done in Dakota that is revo- 
: jutionary or particularily new in the history of 
Territorial action. I remember distinctly that 
in the case of Colorado the Senators chosen by 
the Territorial Legisiature were bere knocking 
nt the door of the Senate Chamber fora long 
time for admission, and Andrew Johnson, I 
think, vetoed two bills relative to the admis 
sion of the Territory. several Territories have 
practically done the same thing that has now 
deen done in Dakota. The people of that 
Territory are not undertaking to do any- 
thing revolutionary, the Constitution er 
which they are acting providing that y 
could go just as far as they have gone. They 
have done nothing that is not subject to the 
ratificaton of Congress, and they bave ap- 
pealed respectfully to Congress to dave their 
action ratified.” Senator Cullom will probably 
epeak to the resolution tomorrow. 

Senator Plumb of Kansas: ‘They have been 
doing nothing but what is perfectly right. 
There were similar conditions in Kansas, 
arising out of sia agitation. The Demo- 
crates attempted to force slavery upon the Ter- 
ritory, thinking that the people would consent 
to slavery if bribed by the offer of Statehood. 
They would not and declined to vote upon the 
proposition submitted. A bill was then passed 
‘which provided that if the people did not vote 
to accept the Constitution which was 
offered them they might frame one. That law 
authorized them to do nothing more than to 
frame a constitution. The exact words of the 
authorizing statute were? Ia that 
event the people are authorized and empowered 
to form a Constitution.’ That enabling act 
did not fix the boundaries of the new State, 
but when we came to form a State we formed 
it out orten part only of the Territory of Kan- 
gas. This is directly pertinent to the point 
raised by Butler of South Carolina in tne 
Senate, who says that the people of 
South Dakota are defying the United States in 
that they disregard the boundaries, and are 
earving out a new Territory. The Territory 
of Kansas at the time the act of Congress was 
passed embraced not only all of the present 
Kansas, but nearly all of what is now Colorado. 
Instead of takmg the whole Territory as: 
then existed, however, they adopted a Consti_ 
tution embracing only the first 400 miles west 
of the Mississippi River, and that notwith- 
standing the fact that the enabim act so 
called authoriz:d no change of the boundaries.- 
At the time the Wyandotte Constitution was 
adopted, moreover, the people voted for 
an entire State government—Governor, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and members of the 
judiciary. That was not authorized, and was 
quite as much of a usurpation as anything 
talked about now in Dakota. They are pre- 
pared to put a State Government in motion if 
Congress will permit it. 

Senator Harrison of Indiana: “The action 
of the people of South Dakota bas been tem- 

‘and wise. Their cause is sustained by 
the history of State organizations ana many 
precedents. The following States, for that 
matter, came in without an enabliug act: 

Vermont, Kentucky, Tennessee, Maine, 
Michigan, Arkansas, Florida, lowa, Missis- 
sippi. California, Kansas, Oregon, and 
Nevada. As to the latter some raise a doubt. 
In some of these cases there was an enabimg 
act passed, but the Constitution formed under 
it was rejected by the people and a new Con- 
stitution was adopted. There are only twelve 
Btates that bave come in under an enabling 
act. The people of the Territory are naturally 
impatient and restive at existing conditions. 
There is no hmit upon Territorial county or 
municipal extravagance. There ought to be. 
I thiak of trying to secure an enactment which 
‘will prevent this. The Southern men who are 

endeavoring to make political capital out 

of this ad much more difficulty in admitting a 

State into the Union than they did in taking a 

State out of the Union. Andrew Jackson did 

mot send troops to Michigan to put down 

nullifiiers when Michigan came in in this way. 

He sent his troops to South Carolina.“ 

Senator Wilson of Iowa: “I do not believe 
that the proceedings there are revotuuonary. 
On the contrary, they seem to be entirely con- 
servative and respectful to the United States. 
Dakota isdoing simply what other Territories 
Tepeatediy bave done. There is abundant 
precedent for this action. There is nothing 
alarming or revoluuonary in their course. The 
case of Dakota is very much stronger than the 

afin of several of the Territories which have 
deen approved by Congress.

What the Bill Provides The Same Sub- 
ject in the Louse Oongremional 
Notes. 


Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 17.—In the Sen- 
ate today the Presidential Succession bill was 
taken up, and Mr. Evarts addressed the Sen- 
ate. He said that the succession provided 
by this measure is sot only entirely con 
stitutional, but is the only possible constitu- 
tional exercise of the very iimited power that 
is accorded by the Constitution to Congress. 
There are two propositions which I think all 
students of the Constitution will support with- 
out question. One is that in the framing of the 
office of President, and its origin of authority 
from the direct action of the people, in a channel 
marked out by the Constitution, the purpose 
plainly expressed and written all over the Con- 
stitution in this very matter is that Oongress 
shall not participate, either substantially or 
circumstantialiy, in the election of a President 
of the United States. Then, I think it will be 
found generally impressed on the Constitution 
—I would say imbedded in the Constitution— 
that periodicity, an accommodative and adjust- 
ed periodicity, in all the sction of the great de- 
partments of the Government except the ju- 
divial, is not to be treated as circumstantial 
or only of convenience and propriety, but that 
it enters into the very scheme by which the 
election of the President by the people is 
effected without the aia, and without the on- 
trol, and without the regulation by Congress, 
and that it carries with N that the Presidency 
is to come into the scheme of elections under 
this arrangement of periodicity with the oon- 
current and attendant action of the people on 
the other branches of Governmegt. I believe 
it is essentially in the plan of the framers of 
the Constitution, I believe it is impressed 
firmly in the provisions of the Constitution, 
that a duly-elected President, as he is fixed 
upon a periodicity of four years, is to come 
into power and assume the reins of Govern- 
ment with a concurrence of periodicity in the 
election of the Lower House of Congress. 1 
believe therefore that in the inference from

Mr. Evarts asserted that the framers of the 
Constitution did not leave it to Congress to de- 
termine in the face of an exigency that they 
would provide for the question of whether 
there should be an election or not. He cited 
and analyzed various clauses of the Constitu- 
tion, and argued that nowhere in the Constitu- 
tion could de found an intention on the part of 
ite framers to vest in Congress any authority 
in the premises. He suggested that if legis 
laters and constitutional lawyers would sub- 
missively and carefully weigh what was in the 
minds of the patriotic men who framed the 
Constitution there would be less loose discus- 
sion of what was in the Constitution. He in- 
sisted that the Constitution merely authorized 
Congress to declare what officer should fill 
the Presidential office in the emergency con- 
tempiated. That word “officer” meant an 
officer of the United States. It could not 
mean a State officer. Senators and 
Representatives in Congress could never be 
officers of the United States; hence they were 
shut out from the succession. Would tne 
framers of. the Constitudion—men 60 circum- 
spect and sagacious—bave left such a loophole 
to the Presidency as that Senators could vacate 
it themseives (as, for example, by impeach- 
meot) and then flil it themselves? Then what 
would Senators do with the decision—a sound, 
constitutional decision, in Mr. Bvarts’ belief— 
that neither a Senator nor member of the 
House came within the impeachment clauses 
of the Constitution? The President and Vice- 
President were named as liable to impeach- 
ment, and both of them were officers, but ex 
industria, and, to guard against the notion that 
they would not be included in the mass of offi- 
ders, the only persons declared open to impeach- 
ment under the Constitution were the President 
ana Vice-President and all civil officers. If a 
Senator should become President, therefore, 
be would not come within the impeachment 
clause. To Mr. Evarts’ mind no one could, un- 
der our Constitution, properly support the de- 
posit of the Presidential power in any officer of 
the Senate only, and not of the United States, 
or in any officer of the House of Representa- 
tives only, and not of the United States, within 
the meaning of the Constitution. 

Mr. Edmunds agreed with Mr. Evarts in ad- 
mirauon of the men who framed the Constitu- 
tion, but differed with him as to their intention 
and their execution of that intention so far as 
it related to the powers and functions

Could we suppose that our fathers, who 
were so wise in framing the Constitution, be- 
came dull and rant the moment they came 
to execute it? ad they completely exhausted 
their inteliect and patriotism in framing an in- 
strument they bad not the capacity to under- 
stand? It was suggested at that time, as had 
been suggested today, that the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House were not offi- 
cers, and in reply the clause of the Constitu-

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 17.—/|Special.}—In 

pursuance of a call issued by the Republican 

State Central Commuttee a gathering of more 

than 100 prominent representative members of 

the party from all parts of the State congre- 
gated here tonight to take the preliminary 
steps towards organizing for the cam- 
paign of 1886. The Hon. John C. New, 
Chairman of the committee, presided 
over the meeting. The interchange 
of opinion was free and full and all the 
speeches indicated the utmost confidence 
among the rank and file of redeeming the State 
next year. The reasons for this feeling were 
generally stated to be the existence of deep- 
seated dissension among the Democrats who 
are dissatisfied with the Administration 
and who occupy their time by sitting 
around the village-store stoves, bemoan- 
ing the hard times and iamenting the 
meagreness of offices which prevents tnem all 
from getting a job under the Government. 

In addition to this there is a feeling of de- 

spondency over the death of Vice-President 

Hendricks, and fear that the contest for the 

succession to the leadership will prove disas- 

trous. Another reason for the confi- 
dence of the Republican hosts is the 
fact that almost invariably since 1860 the 
outs bave carried the State on off years.“ 
and they see no reason to doubt that the 
usual program will be enacted in the next cam- 
paign. 

It was decided to hold county mass-meetings 


at every county seat Jan. 30 next, at which. 


one delegate trom every voting precinct in the 
county shall be chosen to attend 
Congressional district conventions the Ilth 
of February, at which the members 
of the new State Central Committee shall be 
selected. At the county meetings the several 
county committeemen shall be named, so that 
an entire new organization shall be perfected 
directly from the voters interested. This is a 
radical departure from the method heretofore 
in vogue in selecting these committeemen, 
but it is believed that by = enlist- 
ing the active codperation of every Re 
publican in the State in ‘the latter 
an interest will be invoked that shall be pro- 
ductive of the best results.

DRAWING THE LINE, 


ASCERTAINING FROM WHAT PARTS OF TEXAS 
CATTLE CAN BE MOVED TO OTHER 
STATES. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 17.—Referrimg to 

the statement made ina recent call for a con- 

vention of the Texas Live-Stock Association 
that a quarantine line is being surveyed north 
and south through Texas by an agent 
of the Animal Industry Bureau, Dr. 
E. Salmon, chief of the bureau, 
said today: The Bureau of Animal Industry 
has been collecting information as to the part 
of Texas from which cattle might be safely 
taken in summer to other States with- 
out causing disease. This work was 
undertaken at the solicitation ot 

Texas cattlemen, because the local 

restrictions of. neighboring States have pre- 

vented the cattie from bemg shipped from 
parts of the State believed to be free from 

danger. The bureau has not yet established a 

line, and is waitmg for more information, 

but prominent and experienced Texas peo- 
ple believe such a line would extend 
from the vicinity of Henrietta, in Clay Coun- 
ty, on the Northern State Line, to Eagie Pass, 
on the Rio Grande. If such a line could be 
accepted by all interested parties, it would 
be the means of allowing all cattle 
in the district west of that line 
to leave the State without restrictions. 

It is not supposed that an absolutely 

accurate line of this kind can be defined at 

once, and its location would undoubtedly be 
modified in the future according to additional 
observation and experience.“

BEATING A CRIPPLE, 


A KENTUCKY MOB VISITS THE HOUSE OF A 
RESPECTABLE CITIZEN AND ORUELLY 
MALTREATS HIM. 

CruTaiana, Ky., Dec. 17.—[Spvecial.|—A mob 
of twenty to fifty brutes in human shape, un- 
masked, went to the residence of Mr. William 
Stowers near Morgan Station last night and 
cruelly deat him with hickory switches, cutting 
him up fearfully, and left him more dead than 
alive. They placed the muzzie of a shotgun to 
the back of bis head and made bim promise to 
leave the county (Pendleton) within ten 
aqays. Mr. Stowers is about 65 years 
old and is perfectly helpless. His 
hands are drawn up to his breast, 
he is paralyzed in both legs and is nearly total- 
ly Blind, as he cannot see an object ten feet 
from him. What Mr. Stowers could do to en- 
rage a body of men to beat him so unmerci- 
fully cannot be answered by any law-abiding 
neighbor of bis. They deplore the act of the 
bad men and sympathize with him. He had 
heretofore received threatening notices from 
the mob, but paid no attention to them under 
advice of the best citizens. Mr. Stowers 18 a 
man ot means and is well connected. He will 
not remain in the bouse tonight, as it was bad- 
ly torn up by the mob and as be is afraid they 
will kill him. He knows four of the men, but 
is afraid to teli their names.

LOOKING INTO THINGS. 

The professional accountant to the State 
Senate Gas Committee yesterday testified of 
his examination of the books of. the constitu- 
ent companies of the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. The Manhattan was organized with a 
capital of $500,000, which was afterwards in- 
creased to $3,500,000. During its existence the 
Manhattan Company paid to ite stockholders in 
dividends the sum of $25,847,675. .From 1831 to 
1884 the Manhattan paid $15,509,544 in divi- 
dends in excess of the 10 per cent ailowed by 
law. The total amount of benefit accruing to 
the stockholders on their investment was $34,- 
287,675. The Metropolitan Gas Company was 
organized in 1862, and began paying dividends 
in 1866, from which dateto 1884 the amount 
paid to the. stockholders was $7,573,749, or 
$1,973,945 in excess of the 10 per cent on its 
cupitai stock of $2,500,000 allowed by law.

PARNELL’S RECEPTIONS. 

Preparauons for the reception of Mr. Par- 
nell, although to the present conducted in 
private, are nted to be on a grander 
scale than any former Irish movement in this 
city. The codperation of such Irish-Ameri- 
cans as Eugene Kelly. John D. Cummins, 
Mayor Grace, Joseph J. O’Donohue, Miles 
M. O’Brien, James F. Coleman, Morgan 
O’Brien, John Devoy, and others well known 
in banking, business, and professional circles, 
has been secured in the formation of a Citi- 
zens’ Committee, together with delegates from 
the National League and various otner Irish 
societies, and everthing but the minor de- 
tails of the reception have been arranged.

A CALIFORNIA SENATOR AND REPRESENTA- 
TIVE THINK LIGHTLY OF THE THREAT-

New York, Dec. 17.—A Washington speciai

Jacksonville, Fla., Suffers from a Fiery 
Viaitation— Nearly $600,000 N 
Up in Flame. 


CNN ATT, O., Dec. 18.—(|Special,]—That 
section of the bottoms chiefly occupied by 
furniture-factories has long been known 
among reporters as the “ magazihe district.” 
Since the great furniture fire several years 
ago and the subsequent occupation of a por- 
tion of the burned district by the Big Four 
Railroad, the factories are fewer and less 
closely grouped, but the district is still danger- 
ous. Had there been a high wind tonight 
another enormous conflagrauon would 
have resulted. About 11:30 an alarm 
was sounded, followed immediately by 
a second and third. At that time 
a great cloud ot smoke was rising asif the fire 
was well under way, and so it proved. The 
burning building was G. W. Feldkamp & Bros.’

Outside of matters reported at length eise- 
where the following business was transacted in 
Congress today:

MANUAL TRAINING IN SCHOOLS, 


THE SUBJECT DISCUSSED BY PROMINENT 
EDUCATORS AT A BANQUET TENDERED 
DR S. M. WOODWARD UF Sr. LOUIS AT 
BOSTON. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 17.—(|Special.1—Dr. 8. 
M. Woodward of St. Louis, who hu so long 
been identified with the system of manual 
training in tne schools of that city, was given 
a banquet tonight at the Hotel Vendome by 
prominent educators of this eity. About 
seventy-five persons were present. John 8. 
Clark, Esq., of the Prang Publisning Company, 
presided. On his right was the guest of the 
evening and on his left ex-Gov. Alexander H. 
Rice. Among others present were the Kev. 
Dr. Bartol, the Rev. James Freeman Clarke, 
the Rev. Dr. A. A. Miner, R. M. Morse Jr., 
Gen. Francis <A. Waiker, Superintendent 
Seaver of the Boston Schools; Dr. William T. 
Harris, James McAllister, Superintwadent of 
the Philadelphia Schools; J. W. Dickenson, 
Secretary Of the State Board of Education; Dr. 
Runkle, Frank B. Sanborn, Charies L. Flint, 
Darwin E. Ware, Thomas W. Bicknell, 
A. P. Stone, Superiatendent of the Springfield 
Schools, and others. Mr. Clark, in introducing 
the guest of the evening, made a very neat, 
concise, comprehensive statement of the great 
work yet to be done in behalf of true educa- 
tion. He ailuded to tus public schools as the 
great weapon of modern society to protect it- 
self from the great sooial dangers threatening 
it, and controlled the two ideals ot the citizen— 
first, under militant order of society, where 
be is regarded seemingly as a soldier or de- 
stroyer; second, from the industrial point, 
where he is regarded in the light of a producer, 
enriching the State by virtue of his productive- 


ness. 
Dr. Woodward gave a brief outline of what 
had been done at the West and the great work 
accomplished thus far. Mr. James McAllister 
of Philadeiphia ‘indorsed the position of Dr. 
Woodward, and alluded to the work in Phila- 
delphia. The importance of establishing man- 
vai training schools in Boston on a large scale 
was advocated by Gen. Walker. ex-Gov. Rice, 
and several others. A letter was also 
read from Edward F. Steele, a prominent 
citizen of Philadelphia, in which he said he 
considered that the introduction of manual 
training as a part ot the general system of 
public education will exert an influence tully 
equal to that of the invention of printing or 
the application of steam. He urged that it 
should become a part of the common school 
course, beginning with children of the earliest 
school age. It is believed that a visit of Dr. 
Woodward to Boston will arouse an active in- 
terest in manual education, and it is probable 
that ere long Boston boys will be taught to use 
their bands and brains more generally than at 
present. 


WILLIAM C. GOUDY. 


HE SUCCEEDS BURTON C. COOK AS SOLICITOR 
OF THE NORTHWESTERN ROAD. 

The resignation of the Hon. Burton C. Cook 
es general solicitor for the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad Company has been tendered, 
to take effect at the new year. His successor 
is William C. Goudy. The salary attached to 
the office is $12,000, while Mr. Goudy’s present 
practice is probably worth littie short of 
$40,000 a year. The nominal salary, however, 
represents only about half of what the position 
is really worth, and Mr. Goudy’s expressed ob- 
ject in relinquishing his extensive general 
practice is an urgent need of rest. His ex- 
tensive business as counsel rather than attor- 
ney during the last few years has demanded 
unremitted attention. His practice outside of 
his office bas been chiefly in the Supreme 
Courts. 


Mr. Goudy began practice in Fulton County 
in conjunction with his brother-in-law, S. Corn- 


Fulton County, but removed to Chicago in 
1859, where he at once took rank with the first 
of his profession. For some years past he bas 
peen engaged on one side or another in almost 
all of the important lawsuits that have occu- 
pied the attention of the courts. From the 
Kingsbury litigation de realized a fee of 
500.000, which probably exceeds any other 
single fee ever received by a Western lawyer. 
He was Philip D. Armour's lawyer in the liti- 
gation over tne July wheat corner, and be has 
within the past year or two taken part in the 
Storey will case, Mr. Goudy’s principal char- 
acteristic that makes him feared is his mastery 
of the technical details, che tricks and shifts of 
the law, by which be is enabled to embarrass 
bis adversaries.

In excuseof his action they 
merely said he had gone against his better 
judgment and betrayed the party because he 
had to.“ : 

Why did Commissioner Oliver, elected as a 
Republican by Republican votes, have to vote 
against casting aside a Democratic ring list of 
committees? The whispered answer was that 
“the Eighth Ward gang would have it so be- 
cause their interests would best be conserved 
by leaving a certain committee as it was. 
Obrismamerism demanded it, and Mamer and 
Jack Stepbens were the persons to whose in- 
fluence Oliver's vote with the Democrats was 
aseribed. They wanted the Committee on Jail 
and Criminal Uourt left with one Republican 
and Four Democratic members. The compo 
sition of this committee as it now is and as it 
would have been under the Republican caucus 
agreement is shown below;

In other words, the membership of the Com- 
mittee on Jail and Criminai Court was simply 
reversed by substituting three Democrats for 
three Republicans. MacDonald was left as 
Chairman, but the Chairman has no more 
power than any other member, and with four 
Democratic colleagues his hands are pretty ef- 
fectualiy tied. MacDonaid has on several oo- 
casions shown an unpleasant disposition to 
nose into matters. As Chairman of an im- 
portant committee which was practically en- 
tirely Republican his investigating proclivities 
might have come into play. 

Wren was also very objectionable to the 
Eighth Ward gang.“ Even the fact that 
Oliver's own name appeared as a member of 
the committee couldn't reconoile Chris and 
„Jack to the prospect of having MacDonald 
and Wren and Niesen nosing about in the 
books of the Criminal Court Cierk’s office. It 
did not matter that the offices in its jurisdic 
tion happened to be filled by Republican of- 
ficiais. When the taxpayers tried to elect a 
reform board they weren't particularly con- 
cerned about protecting rotten or extravagant 
offices, if any such there were, simply because 
some Republican would be inconvenienced by 
an investigation. And a Republican commit- 
tee with an energetic Chairman would have 
found it very bard to find excuses for not doing 
its duty. But change the committee and leave 
the Republican Chairman witn Democratic 
colleagues and the danger is past. 
Nobody expects anythmg in the shape 
of reform from a Democratic committee. 
Experience has taught them how senseless this 
would be. So by virtue of Mr. Oliver’s vote 
the Committee on Jail and Criminal Court is 
Democratic, and Criminal Court Jack Ste- 
phens can run the office of which he has so 
long nad a monopoly without the annoyance 
of nosing committees or inquisitive individuals 
who have the authority to ask and insure an 
answer to disagreeable questions. Voters will 
now begin to ask why Jack and Chris are so 
deeply interested in preventing an investiga- 
uon. 

The Eighth Ward crowd should undoubtedly 
be grateful to Mr. Oliver. There is some doubt, 
though, whether the taxpayers and Republic- 
ans generally have equal cause for gratitude. 
In truth, Mr. Oliver seems to have begun his 
public life wrong end foremost and with avery 
comprehensive misunderstanding of what his 
position is. Chrismamerism and Jackstephense- 
ism did not elect him. Nor will their support 
weigh very heavily in the balance of public 
condemnation. Mr. Oliver was elected in spite 
of the Eighth Ward crowd. It was believed by 


_ the mass of Republican voters that he possessed 


the qualities requisit in a public servant and 
that his course in the County Board would be 
in the interest of bonesty and economy. The 
voters exercised unusual discrimination. They 
rejected two Republican candidates of whose 
fitness they were not satisfied. Had it been 
urged that Mr. Oliver should be elected to the 
County Board because he would be a handy 
man there to look after Jack Stephens’ inter- 
ests the verdict in his case would have been 
different. 
AUDITING THE ACCOUNTS. 

Commissioners Klehm, Fortune, Casselman, 
and Hemmelgarn, of the Finance Committee of 
the County Board, have gone to work diligent- 
ly on the semi-annual reports of the different 
county efficers, and yesterday they did excel- 
lent work in pointing out the discrepancies and 
gaps for leakage in the various reports. 
The report of Thomas Sennott, Clerk of the 
Probate Court, was the most correctly made 
out of the whole lot, every expenditure to a 
cent bemg accounted for by vouchers. The 
committee had some difficulty at first with the 
reports of Captain Pat McGrath and 
Henry Best. Clerks of the Su- 
perior .and Circuit Courts, but when the 
books were brought in and the reports com- 
pared everything was found all right. The 
greatest objection was raised to the report of 
Sheriff. Hanchett, because of the vast number 
of‘incidental expenses contained in it. The 
principal items of expense in the Sheriff's re- 
port consisted in the payment of carriage fees, 
from $6 to $12 in each case, for the trans- 
portation of lunatics and convicts trom the 
jail to the various depots. These items sur- 
prised Hemmelgaru and occasioned no mild 
criticism from Casselman. In the majoirty of 
instances there were voucbers to show for 
what length of time the vehicles had been in 
use. 

„Why.“ said Hemmelgarn, Mr. Sheriff, 
have you been in the habit of treating con- 
victs to carriage rides from the jail to the 
depot?” 

* When I had three or four to send ata time. 
yes, because frequentty criminals swear that 
they well never be taken to the penitentiary 
alive, and in order to convey them safely they 
aregheavily ironed, hand and foot, placed in a 
closed carriage, and driven to the depot.” 

Can't you bave the convicts taken to the 
depot in a patrol wagon? Won't the city give 
you the use of one for that purpose?”’ asked 
Casselman. 

*] doubt it,” answered the Sheriff. 

„1am astonished,” said Hemmelgarn. 
“ Why, it the scoundrels refuse to walk to the 
depot make them do it, and if they resist kill 
em and save the State further expense. These 
carriage bills are entirely too many and un- 
necessary. I don't say it is so, but Ido say 
that some of your trusted clerks might hire a 
hack for their own convrentence and then make 
the County Board pay for it on just such in- 
definit reports as these.“ 

That's enough of that,“ said the Sheriff, 
growing somewhat angry. The Sheriff can- 
not always give his personal attention to these 
bills, but I have men in whom I have implicit 
confidence to receipt for them, ana 1 don't

Commissioners Klehm and Casselman ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied with the justice 
of the Sheriff's report on the whole, but in-

OIL STOVES IN THE COUNTY JAIL 

When the grana jury visited the jail Monday 
the members of it saw much cause for com- 
ment, not among the least of which was the 
fact that a number of prisoners were allowed 
to use oil stoves in their cells for the purpose 
of cooking their own meals. Of course the 
stoves and refuse consequent upon their use 
added to the filthy condition in which some of 

celis were found. One man was seen pre- 
paring a toothsome mess of haw and eggs and 
a pot of coffee. So intent was be upon the prep- 
aration of bis dinner that he paid no attention 
to the committee of grand jurors who were 
watching him through the bars of his cell. 
Sheriff Hanchett was asked yesterday if he 
thought it was in accordance with the prison 
discipline and the laws of cleanliness to iet 
prisoners devote the limited space of their 
cells to culinary purposes. 

“Why you surprise me,” said the Sheriff. 
‘I didn’t know that any such thing was toler- 
ated in jail, although I know that it used to be. 
Of courseI do not approve of such an arrange- 
ment. I guess the men the grand jury saw 
using oil-stoves were United States prisoners, 
whom we are holding only out of compliment 
to the United States Marshal, or else they are 
delicate prisoners who prefer to prepare some 
special light meals for themselves. In the lat- 
ter case I think that in all humanity they 
ought to be allowed a small oil-stove when no 
danger arises from it. But, as I said, I didn’t 
know that oil-stoves were used over there, and 
the use will have to be stopped.“ 


DOWN ON SPARKS. 


NO DIMINUTION OF THE INDIGNATION ON 
ACCOUNT OF HIS RECENT RULINGS—HIS 
EXTINGUISHMENT CALLED FOR. 

La Mourg, Dak., Dec. 17.—[Special.|—Public 
sentimént concerning the recent rulings of 
Land Commissioner Svarks is very pronounced 
in this community. Settlers feel that no lan- 
guage is too strong to condemn the action of 
that official. The ruling which forbids a sec 
ond commutation of land caught several La 
Moure settlers who bad advertised their proof 
according to land-office fulés/ made out the 
requisit papers, and secured loans of money 
to settle with the Government. These proofs 
being rejected at the Fargo Land Office, ap- 
peals have been taken, and these 
settlers are now wondering if Uncle 
Sam will deprive them of claims 
on which houses have been erected and 
many acres of land subdued. This subject has 
been the constant topic of conversation, and 
men from all parts of the county, who, in ac 
cordance with the precedents of years, have 
taken the benefit of the preémption entry after 
disposing of a commuted homestead, are 
making inquiry if they are to lose 
their land and valuable improvements, 
the law requiring commutation thirty- 
three months after settiement. Settiers 
or homesteads who have previously com- 
muted preémptions feel easier, 
live out the time required to obtain title. The 
excitement of the first few days after the 
recent rulings is now somewhat quiet, in the 
firm belief that the unjust and retroactive de- 
cisions ot the Commissioner will be overruled 
when brought before the Secretary of the 
Interior, and that Sparks himself will be ex- 
tinguished before continuing long in his insane 
career. 

CHAMBERLAI¥, Dak., Dec. 17.—(|Special.]— 
Your correspondent has interviewed a number 
of the representative men of this section and 
finds that the feeling here against Commis- 
sioner Sparks is very bitter. The men of 
both parties unite in condemning his recent 
rulmgs, which are devoid of sense, law, or 
justice, and which if long continued in force 
will prove fatal to the interests of this section. 
They will heartily codperate in the movement 
now on foot to secure the reversa! of those rul- 
ings, or, what is better, the removal of their 
author. 

PemsBina, Dak., Dec. 17.—(Special. } —There 
is universal condemnation of Sparks’ recent 
rulings. Many settlers through the West are 
seriously discommoded. No concerted action 
bas been taken. 

S1oux FALLS. Dak., Dec. 17.—([Special.]—It 
is generally believed that Commissioner Sparks 
nad put little idea of the evil eflects of his 
order in regard to preémptions and homesteads 
when he issued it. If enforced millions of 
dollars in Dakota alone will be jeopardized. 
Nearly all land transactions, decrees of courts, 
foreclosures, and exemptions will be rendered 
null and void and titles vitiated. Honest en- 
tries suffer by it equally with fraudulent ones. 
Final receipts bave always been regarded as 
sufficient evidence of title, and, relying upon 
the practice of the Land-Office and decisions of 
courts in support of that custom, money has been 
ioaned upon lands as freely as if the patents had 
been issued. In this section of country over 
three-quarters of the preémptions and home- 
steads were mortgaged before patents were is- 
sued, and as Sparks’ order invalidates titles 
its dire effects can de readily seen. 
Money-loaners will fiose their mortgage 
debts and Eastern capitalists will not dare 
make further loans in the West. If the 
orders are not rescinded, a test case will be 
made at once for the higber courts, and a 
remedy for ube evil sought. if necessary Con- 
egress will be appealed o. The committee of 
twelve, which was appointed by a mass-meet- 
ing Wednesday to drafts resolutions expressive 
of the sentiment of the people in regard to the 
matter, has not yet reported. 

Mapison, Dak,, Dec. 17.—[{Special.]—The 
feeling in this community against Sparks and 
his rulings is very bitter. The settiers in this 
section filed on their iand and became actual 
residents, nothing like the snaten game ot 
the extreme frontier having been practiced, 
and the rulings are a great hardship to them. 
Many of the farmers have borrowed money to 
improve their farms and the ruling virtually 
deprives them of resources for paying their 
debts which are rapidly commg due. The town 


is daily visited by settlers who denounce the. 


ruling in the bitterest terms. A prominent 
banker said this morning that the ruling was 
liabie to produce a revolution in Dakota. An 
effort will be made to send a delegation from 
this place to Washington in the interest of the 
claim-bolders.

Satro said: “I have never known a case 


T am inclined to believe that M. Pasteur is right, 
and hope England and America will send doc 
tors to study his method. The reported death 
of a little girl after inoculation under him 
proves nothing adverse to M. Pasteur if thirty- 
six days had elapsed before his treatment be- 
gan. People can't do better than try M. Pas- 
tour. His inoculation is harmless and it may 
do good. Cauterization will best prevent hy- 
drophobia, but it must be thorough so that the 
part bitten may be absolutely destroyed. This 
is best done, I have found, with fuming nitric-. 
acid. A hot iron might only destroy the sur 
face. Nitrate of silver, in my opinion, is ut- 
terly useless.” 

I visited several other hospitals and found 
great apathy with regard to M. Pasteur pre- 
vailing, doubtless owing partly to the want of 
medical centralization and partly to the nar- 
row habitual distrust of foreign innovations. 
Dr. Ramskill, lately consultmg physician of 
the London Hospital and a great specialist in 
nervous diseases, was stepping into his car- 
riage when I asked bim for an interview. Dr. 
Ramskill modestly replied that he had had little 
experience in hydrophobia, and only knew it 


bospitals with warm baths, morphia, 
and agencies producing profuse perspiration. 
He had never known a cure after the symp- 
toms had developed themselves. He never 
treated hydrophobia as he would a nervous dis- 
ease. “Go to the London Hospital and talk 
with Dra. Blank and Dash, said he. 

This London Hospital is a mournful-looking 
building in Whitechapel, the poorest and dirt- 
lest part of London, and the headquarters of 
hydropbobia. On my arrival I interviewed the 
physician and bouse surgeon, whose names, by 
the rules, are not authorized to be used in 
print. Said the latter: Yes, bydrophobia is 
increasing, and there is a panicky feeling in this 
neighborhood. On the average one person now 
comes into this bospital daily with adog’s bite. 
We had six cases of hydrophobia under treat- 
ment during the last week alone, among them 
five children who had been bitten by the same 
dog. All died. Cases are as numerous in our 
experience in cold weather as in summer. We 
treat patients with morphia to try and quiet 
them, but chloroform is not allowed here. I 
have seen no cures, but have read of one by 
perspiration lately in the Lancet. 

Turning tothe physician I mentioned the 
case of a dangerous patient who had been 
mercifully chloroformed to death at a West 
End hospital, but this elicited no comment 
from the cautious medico. 

„What do you think of M. Pasteur?” I con- 
tinued. : 

„On the face of it, to the unimaginative 
English mind, his claims seem absurd. Look 
at that first caso. Some one is bitten. No 
symptoms of hy drophobia are noticed, but in- 
oculation is made because two Paris swelis ex- 
amine the patient and gravely deciare he must 
die, despite the fact that there were 
no symptoms of  hydrophobia, What 
did they mean by On 
the other hand, one point proves in favor of 
M. Pasteur. If, by inoculation with weak virus 
and then with stronger virus, he can enable his 
subject safely to withstand the stronger virus 
there must be something in his method. It is a 
pity there is no institute where doctors could 
study and test it. No funds are available. Be- 
sides, the anti-vivisectionists would not allow 
us to cut up the necessary rabbits. Even if a 
bydrophobia society started tomorrow, next 
day some one would found an anti-hydrophobia 
society.’” 

Readers may be reminded that no hospitals 
here whatever are maintained by public: 
tunds, which surprises tourists who are New 
York taxpayers. All the London hospitals are 
established and maintained by voluntary aid. 

As the best proof of the extent of the mad 
dog scare, this morning the advertising col- 
ums of a paper broke out with the announce- 
ment of a patent medicine, a specific for 
persons bitten by dogs. 

Dr. Charles R. Drysdale, senior physician of 
the Metropolitan Free Hospital, would have 
dogs all over the United Kingdom muzzled for 
seven months hence. He believes that in this 
way those dogs which at present have the dis- 
ease in a latent form would develop it and 
could be destroyed atonce. Rabies might then 
be stamped out, as in New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, and the Island of Boughton. 
and be kept away from the British 18 
ands by insisting that all dogs imported 
should pass some months’ quarantine. He 
says the late Sir Thomas Watson mentions in 
his work on the abolition of zymotic diseases 
that in addition to Australia and the islands, 
Maderia, South Brazil, the Hudson Bay terri- 
tory, and large regions of Africa are entirely 
free from rabies. It is a great slur, he says, 
on the civilizanon ef England, France, and 
other nations which are in the van that such 
a terrible and preventable disease should still 
exist among us. 

Dr. John Buxton, surgeon of the Seventeenth 
Regiment, who has served in India, disagrees 
on the question that a patient, after showing 
hydrophobic symptoms, cannot recover. He 
instances the case of a boy 5 years old who 
was treated by him. The poor little fellow 
was in convulsions and about to die, apparent- 
ly, when Dr. Buxton, thinking to soothe his 
passage to the grave, gave the boy a dose of 
Indian bemp. The patient, to his surprise, 
passed into a quiet sleep and awoke refreshed, 
and afterward recovered. 


A RIVAL TO DR. PASTEUR. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 17.— Special. I-. 
Pasteur, the Paris M. D. who is at tho 
present time attaining world-wide notoriety by 
his theory and practice of inoculation as a 
means of destroying the terribie effects of a 
mad-dog bite, is quite likely to find a rival in 
the person of Dr. Hanson of this city. The 
latter gentieman is firm in the belief that hy- 
drophobia can be cured by the Turkish bath 
treatment, and is now making experiments in 
this direction at his bath establishment. One 
canine which had been bitten by a mad dog, 
and was taken in hand by the doctor when the 
first symptoms of the rabies made their ap- 
pearance, he claims to have entirely cured, 
and he is about to experiment on 
two others. He has them chained and muzzied, 
awaiting the progress of the disease, and when 
they have reached that point when they are 
most to be dreaded he will subject them to 
three baths per day. He is confident that the 
treatment will result in a cure, as in the first 
case tried. If he can cure the dog, he argues, 
he can certainly cure the person bitten by tne 
animal.

bibe will sustain such a tax. The minimum 
should be $1,000, payable in advance in one 
installment for the entire year, and the mu- 
nicipalities ought to retain power to tax as 
much higher as popular sentiment wishes to 
go. Such a law will prove a very effective 
restraint and will banish unlawful saloons to 
the probibitory sections of the State, where 
they may be able to continue, as at present, 
‘*runfing on the sly.” It would be at least 
twice as effective as a $500 tax. With the 
unit of taxation fixed at $1,000 Aldermen, 
saloonkeepers, and others not posted in frac- 
tions could figure out results without diffi- 
culty and keep the principal feature of the 
law always fresh in mind. When possible it 
is an advantage to have the restraints, bene- 
fits, and advantages of a law expressed in 
round numbers. The basis of saloon taxa- 
tion in lowa should be $1,000. Nothing less 
would fill the bill. 


AN INDIANA MUGWUMP’S COM- 
PLAINT. 

If Mr. W. D. Foulke, the Indiana State 
Senator and President of the Civil-Service 
Reform Association of that State, were not 
so seriously in earnest his story of the re- 
sults of his pursuit after official knowledge, 
as detailed in the last issue of Tus TRIsuNnz, 
would be as funny reading as a farce. Mr. 
Foulke, it may be premised, is the head mug 
wump of Indiana, and would probably have 
been heard from still more widely were not 
the sisterhood so weak In that State. Bethis 
as it may, it is apparent that he had serious 
doubts about the honesty of Cleveland as a 
reformer and does not share the confidence 
which the Eastern mugwumps repose in him. 
The fruits of reform were not visible to him 
in Indiana, however blooming they might be 
in New York, so he set himself about the 
task of finding out to what extent the 
epidemic of reform had pervaded his own 
State. He addressed letters indiscriminately 
to suspended Postmasters, asking if any 
charges had been made against them and if 
they had had any opportunity for investiga- 
tion or defense. Out of 158 replies 136 in- 
formed him that no notice had been served, 
no cause had been assigned, and no oppor- 
tunity given for defense, denial, or explana- 
tion. They were simply kicked out, like a 
yellow dog.

‘The people on 
the North Side are still worse cramped, and 
overflow into Lake View. On the West Side 
they have the boundless prairie west, south, 
north, and no impediment this side of the 
Desplaines River. There is no pressure on 
the outside, and they gradually shade off into 
the western suburbs, beyond which there is 
still boundless room. Property-owners, there- 
fore, can offer lots cheap, and there is not 
alone the advantage of cheap land, but cheap 
living. They also escape the dust, smoke, 
and Bridgeport smells wafted by the west 
and southwest winds, which are such a nui- 
sance to the people of the South Division and 
to those on the North Side to some extent. 
These are the reasons why multitudes of peo- 
ple prefer to go over on the West Side, espe- 
clally young married men and persons of 
moderate means. When men on the West 
Side amass fortunes and some of them 
become desirous .of getting into the 
fashionable swim they cross over to 
the North or South Side, and the West 
Side loses them; but does not Mr. Law- 
rence see that, while it has lost the dozen or 
fifteen wealthy persons he names it has 
gained in the meantime thousands of new 
families and is constantly producing a large 
crop of those who are growing wealthy, 
owing to the advantages that quarter of the 
city offers for saving as well as accumu- 
lating property? Thousands are growing 
rich over there and units cross the river. 
That is all there is to it. It does not hurt 
the West Side. The result is nothing to 
what it would be if the West Side were in 
the cramped-up condition of the North and 
South Sides, and landlords and property- 
owners could get acorner on rents and real- 
estate prices. It is for these reasons that 
there are over 400,000 people today on the 
West Side, which is the backbone of Chi- 
cago and always will be. 

Mr. Lawrence is further of opinion that 
the cause of the exodus is the bridge 
nuisance (which the North Side suffers equal- 
ly with the West}; and its remedy must be 
to span the river with permanent bridges. 
But suppose that Mr. Lawrence could do 
this! What would probably be the result? 
It would kill off several great lines of trade 
and commerce, would ruin twenty miles of 
deck property, and would drive off the large 
masses of business to the Calumet which 
now seek inlet by the Chicago River. It 
would virtually kill navigation of the river 
and it would soon transfer the centre 
of heavy trade, employing thousands of 
men, to Calumet, where the bridges 
are not permanent and there ig no 
obstruction to navigation. It would not 
be long before Mr. Lawrence would also find 
the population of the West Side skipping 
down to Calumet, a hundred where one goes 
away now, leaving it a ‘‘ howling wilder- 
ness instead of the great, growing, wealth- 
producing centre it is at present. Who 
would make good the vast losses that would 
ensue from such a hegira of business south? 
Who woulddndemnify the hundred million 
of dollars’ damage to the twenty miles of 
dock property and ruined improvements on 
the river? Let Mr. Lawrence possess his 
soul in patience. If the West Side has lost 
fifteen or twenty rich, fashionable people, it 
has gained tens of thousands of bone-and- 
sinew families,and will continue to gain them. 
The West Side can take care of itself. Let 
him leave it to its manifest destiny, and not 
worry his soul because a few fashionable 
families want to get on the avenues among 
the other birds of paradise.“

A GOOD BEGINNING. 

Commissioner Wren and his colleagues of 
the Committee of Charities of the County 
Board have begun well and have set an ex- 
cellent example, well worthy of imitation, to 
the other committees of the County Legisla- 
ture. Instead ot continuing to patronize the 
obscure firms which furnished supplies to the 
county institutions in the days of Democratic 
ring rule, Mr. Wren and those associated 
with him intend to deal with the best firms in 
the city—firms whose names are a guarantee 
of fair and honest dealing, who can afford to 


sell at a small margin, and who will deliver , 


the goods in kind and quantity as described 
in the requisition of the committee and in the 
bills to the board. The members of fhis com- 
mittee have also taken the trouble to inspect 
the goods and to obtain them at the most 
moderate prices possible. In the purchase of 
dry goods they have dealt with one of the 
first houses of the United States. It is the 
intention to purchase other supplies as they 
are needed from only first-class firms in the 
varions lines of business. In this way a 
great saving can be effected for the taxpay- 
ers, and the unfortunate paupers and patients 
at the county institutions will at the same 
time be better fed and clothed. 

The other committees will do well to fol- 
low the example of the Committee on Public 
Charities. The people who furnished sup- 
plies to the old ring should be avoided, ex- 
cept where it is manifestly to the advantage 
of the county to buy of them. They are 
mostly one-horse firms, and their anxiety to 
be continued as contractors for the county is 
a pretty certain indication that they find the 
business more than usually profitable, Be- 
sides, they are on entirely too intimate rela- 
tions with the officers who receive, and who, 
it appears, have been in the habit of illegally 
ordering supplies for the county institutions. 
The Committee on Hospital should be espe- 
clally watchful inthis matter. Most of the 
supplies for the fristitution under Its immedi- 
ate charge have to be furnished on weekly 
requisitions, and the committee has neces- 
sarily full control of the purchases. The 
articles of food and medicine should in all 
cases be of good quality, and such articles 
can only be had at moderate rates from first- 
class houses. Recent disclosures indicate 
that some of the firms dealt with by the ring 
members of the old committee are controlled 
by ward politicians of doubtful integrity, and 
in one or two instances by employés of the 
county. There should be no suspicion of 
collusion in the dealings of the new Hospital 
Committee. To Mr. Oliver’s Committee on 
City Relief the same applies, — 

It is gratifying to note again that the most 
important committee of the board has com- 
menced in the right direction. If the plan 
inaugurated by Mr. Wren is adopted by the 
other committee Chairmen, a saving of many 
thousand dollars for the county can be effect- 
ed and the expenses of the administration of 
county affairs be brought within reasonable 
and legitimate limits. One Republican 
Chairman has begun well. 


CONGRESSMAN BuUTLER’s resolution di- 
recting the House Committee on Territories 
to inquire whether revolutionary progeedings 
are not in progress in Dakota in the pretend- 
ed organization of a State and the election of 
United States Senators is easily answered, 
The proceedings, although ftrregular, are in 
no sense revolutionary, and they have been 
adopted to compel Congress to carry out the 
obligation of the Nation to admit this new 
State into the Union. Dakota is already an 
important Commonwealth in population, 
wealth, and material development; its people 
demand their constitutional right to an estab- 
lished system of local self-government. They 
have waited in vain for Congress to extend 
the usual courtesy of an Enabling act, and 
they now propose to demand admission to 
the Union as a matter of right and allow 
the Congressmen who oppose this measure 
of justice to take the responsibility and settle 
with their constituents in the best way they 
can. Michigan, Kansas, California, and 
other States were admitted to the Union 
without regard to the prescribed forms and 
notwithstanding the fact that their Constitu- 
tions were framed in an irregular manner. 
There are a number of precedents for the ac- 
tion now taken in Dakota. Indeed, in one 
instance the people actually formed a Terri- 
tory without the previous consent of Con- 
gress. In Minnesota the people organized 
the Territory and elected a Delegate in Con- 
kress without any authority whatever, and 
after careful investigation it was decided that 
the representative so chosen must be admit- 
ted. With such a precedent in the organiza- 
tion of a Territory it is not easy to see how 
Congress can keep Dakota out of the Union 
much longer. South Dakota has passed the 
Territorial period, and is a State de jure if 
not de facto.

Dustin, Dec. 18.—The Freeman's Journal 
says: 

“It is reasonable for England to require a 
guarantee for the protection of landlords’ le- 
gitimate interests. The most hopeful scheme 
is for the Irish ~ Parliament to 
purebase the land, repaying England by an- 
nuity, HEngiand to apportion the purchase 
money, and Ireland to deal with the tenants. 
Failure to pay the annuity to the Imperial Ex- 
chequer would virtually imperil Ireland’s iade- 
pendence, It is, therefore, thought imperative 
to encourage Irish industries, which Engiish 
legisiation and unfair competition by English 
capitalists have destroyed. But we are will- 
ing to restrict the power of protection 
in order to assure England that 
our purpose is not a dostile one. 
We wish Mr. Gladstone godspeed, We be- 
seech Irishmen to remember his difficuities, 
and to be prepared to accept a resonabie com- 
promise on our rightsifa sacrifice of our 
principal rights be not involved.”’

It 
would be better to cutoff connection absolutely 
and to prepare for dealing with Ireland as an open 
foe than to arm traitors by the farce of pretend- 
ing to maintain unity without the power to en- 
force a single law disapproved at Dublin. 

INDIVIDUAL OPINIONS. 

The opinions of various leaders have been 
sought on the subject of the Irish home-rule 
proposals,which bave caused a great sensation 
in political circles. The Pall Mall Gazette 
having alleged that Earl Spencer had acqui- 
esced in the scheme, Barl Spencer telegraphs: 
No scheme of home rule has received my ap- 
proval. 

Mr. Childers telegraphs that he has no knowi- 
edge whatever of Gladstone’s alleged pro- 
posals.

That paper has 
not yet spoken, and until it does u may be 
assumed that ail forecasts of the new scheme 
are more or less unautborized speculations, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain made another 
speech at Birmingham tonight, and it was 
noticed that he was unusually cautious 
in his references to Ireland.

the speech was upon local subjects, 
and on these the Radical leader spoke fluently 
and without the aid of notes. But when he 
came to speak of Ireland he read bis re- 
marks from a carefully-prepared manuscript, 
which he afterward banded to the reporters. 
What be said about Ireland amounted to very 
little, and those who attended the meeting hop- 
ing to hear the Liberal bome-rule scheme out- 
lined were disappointed, 

The Standard says: Mr. Gladstone, on tak- 
ing office, will be prepared to create an Irish 
Parliament to manage legislative and adminis- 
trative affairs, securities bemg taken for the 
representation of minorities, equitable par- 
tition of all imperial charges, and the unity of 
the Empire. The authority of the crown will 
be assured. It is probable that one of the 
guaranties will be the nomination of a portion 
of the Irish members by the crown. 

GLADSTONE’S DENIAL. 

The following dispatch from Mr. Gladstone 
was received today: 

HAWARDEN, Dec. 17.—The scheme for home rule 
in Ireland published in the Standard this morning 
and purporting to be my plan for the settlement 
of the Irish question is an inaccurate representa- 
tion of my views. I presume it is a speculation 
upon them. It was published without my knowi- 
edge or authority. 

The Pall Mall Gazette announces that, despite 
Mr. Gladstone's partial denial ef the existence 
of a scheme promuigated by the Liberals for 
granting home rule to Ireland, it bas been 
learned upon good authority that such a 
scheme has been drawn up. “ As far as can 
be learned,” says the Gazelle, its provisions 
are as follows: 

1. That Ireland shall be allowed a Parliament of 
her own, the crown reserving the right to veto any 
measure passed by it only upon the advice of the 
Irish Ministry. 

2. That the Irish members will continue in the 
Imperial Legisiature at Westminster. 


3. That the police system of Ireland shall be 
under the control of the Irish Home Government; 


and 

4. That Parnell shall furnish the Imperial Gov- 
ernment with suitable guaranty that he will pro- 
tect the rights of the minority as a safeguard to 
the landlords’ interests in Ireland. 

The following additional telegram was re- 
ceived from Mr. Gladstone at alate hour last 
night: 

My reply in regard to the Standard’s statements 
applies also to those of the Pall Mall Gazette 
and Datiy News. Although those state- 
ments were unauthorized, proposals may 
conveniently be canvassed. Only an Irish Par- 
liament will meet the case. Local councils, etc., 
would be useless. The right to veto the acts of 
an Irish Ministry would be an illusion. I propose 
instead the exercise of sovereign power on the 
advice of a Minister responsible to the im- 
perial Parliament. The suggestion of 
an Irish Privy Council is unworthy 
of attention. The Privy Council survives only as 
arelic. The substitute is a Cabinet. The ques- 
tions of commerce and police are difficult ones, 
but with limitation I believe that home rule may 
sately be granted and that it would tend to raisg 
the character of the Irish members. 

The Press Association says that Mr. Glad- 
stone, foreseeing the increase in strength of 
the Parnell party, drafted a scheme four 
months ago tor the self-government of Ire- 
land, according to which the power 
of veto by the Crown could be er- 
ercised only ou the advice of a 
Privy Council convened especially to discuss 
the subject in question. The other points in 
the scheme were the same as already pub- 
lished. The project was submitted 
to a few political friends of Mr. 
Gladstone. Since the elections there 
have been no formal consulations on 
the subject, and it is not known whether the 
details of the scheme bave since been modi- 
fied. It is supposed that Mr. Goschen, who is 
almost certain to be Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the next Gladstone Cabinet, will 
pupport the scheme. 

Mr. Parnell was at Chester Wednesday, but 
had no interview with Mr. Gladstone, or any 
one connected with the ex-Premier. 

Sir Charies Dilke, in a speech at Chelsea last 
nigot, expressed anger at the action of the 
Couservatives in rejecting proffered support. 
He said it was impossible for Lord Salisbury 
to expect the Liberals to give him a vote of 
confidence in addition to permitting him to re- 
main in power. Sir Charles adhered to the 
views previously expressed by him on the 
Irish question. 

THE NEWS IN IRELAND. 

Dustin, Dec. 17.— A special dispatch from 
London to the Freeman’s Journal says: 

Earl Spencer and Earl Granville approve Mr. 
Giadstone’s scheme for home rule for Ireland. 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Sir Charles Dilke, and 
the Marquis of Hartington are wavering in their 
objections to the scheme. 

A London dispatch to the Irish Times says: 

Should the Queen’s speech on the opening of 
Parliament pot allude to local government for 
Ireland. Mr. Gladstone will move an amendment to 
the royal address, stating that such a measure for 
Ireland ‘s necessary. ‘The Parnellites will support 
the motion. Mr. Gladstone will then take office 
and introduce a bill granting home rule to Ireland. 

The London correspondent of the Express 
telegrapha as follows: 

There is no longer any doubt that Mr. Gladstone 
has approached the members of the royal family 
regarding Irish reform, and is seeking to secure 
heip from the Prince of Wales in removing the 
obstacles thereto. 

The editorials in the Freeman’s Journal and 
United Ireland regarding the situation agree in 
the statement that if the Marquis of Salisbury 
should offer only a worthless scheme of home 
rule for Ireland the Conservative Government 
willinevitably be defeated by the combined 
efforts of the Liberals and Parnellites.

THE CASE AGAINST BISHOP IRELAND STILL 
EXCITING A GREAT DEAL OF ATTENTION. 
Mitwavker, Wis., Deo. 17.—[Special.]—By 

the filing of the defendant’s answer in the United 
States Court today renewed interest has been 
awakened in the suit recently brought by John 
O'Connor “of Whitewater against Bishop Ire- 
land of Minnesota, the former ciaiming the 
Bishop to be indebted to him for commissions 
on the sale of Minnesota lands to a Chicago 
man nearly two years ago. The auswer, which 
was filed by Bishop Ireland’s attorney, Peter 
Doyle, denies all important points claimed by 
O'Connor, and gives a different history of the 
case from that set forth in the complaint. In 
the spring of 1884 an agreement was made be- 
tween Bisbop Ireland and O'Connor by which 
the latter was to sell for the former certain 
lands, O’Connor to receive a commission of 10 
per cent on the amount of the sale. O'Connor 
did sell a small portion of the lands, and 
his commission was paid as agreed. 
O’Connor met a Mr. Fredericksen in Chicago. 
Fredericksen had then some correspondence 
with Bisbop Ireland on the subject and also 
saw him personally. The answer sets forth 
that during the time negotiations were going 
on between Bishop Ireland and Fredericksen it 
was understood and agreed that O’Connor was 
to receive his commission only as Fredericksen 
paid for the lands. The terms proposed being 
such as the Bishop could not accept, mo sale 
was made. 

The answer alleges, further, that while the 
matter of sale was under consideration O' Con- 
nor made false and fraudulent representations 
to the Bishop in various ways. The answer 
denies that O Connor was informed by Bishop 
Ireland that the lands could be considered as 
sold to Fredericksen, but alleges that O’Connor 
continually represented to the Bishop that 
Fredericksen would make all the terms and 
conditions necessary to effect a sale satisfac- 
torily and that the B was ready to make a 
sale whenever this be done, but that it 
never was.

CURING PEACE IN THE BALKANS.

POOR OLD ROBINSON CRUSOE. 
DEDICATION OF A 8STATUB TO ALEXANDER 
SELKIRK AT LARGO, SCOTLAND. 

EDINBURG, Dec. 17.— Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. |—Largo, a Scotch fishing 
village northeast from this city across the 
Firth of Forth, bas just been making holiday 
over the dedication of a statue to Alexander 
Selkirk, the prototype of Robinson Crusoe, who 
was born there in 1676. The advent of the sea- 
son when Christmas is approaching—a time 
when tens of thousands of copies of “ Robin- 
son Crusoe” become gifte toa fresh genera- 
tion of child-readers—was chosen for the dedi- 
cation. It was surely an appropriate time. 
The statue stands fronting the site of the cot- 
tage where was born the babe who was destined 
to be “monarch of all be surveyed.” This 
cottage was standing when Sir Walter Scott 
visited Largo to inspect it. Here be wrote, in 
a letter: The story of this mariner appears 
to have furnished Defoe with little beyond the 
bare idea of a man living on an uninhabited 
island.” The statue represente Robinson 
Crusoe, as seen in familiar epgravings, clad in 
goat-skins, bis firelock held in one band, the 
other shading his eyes as be gazes wistfully 
into space across the seas. Selkirk’s original 
firelock, which is in the possession of the 
executors of Mr. Lumsdaine of Cathallan, 
was the model for the weapon rep 
resented in the statue. It may de 
remembered by American tourists that Sel- 
kirk's chest and cup are in the antiquarian 
museum here. The Earl of Aberdeen made an 
address and his Countess unveiled the statue. 
The Earl's address contained nothing new. 
Triumphal arches were erected in the principal 
streets of the village, and under them marched 
aiong procession, composed mainly of sea- 
farers. Contingents came from all along the 
coast, but all trades were represented on the 
march, which was made with music. On the 
shoulders of several shipwrights was a boat 
labeled the Crusoe.“ Before this walked a 
** Robinson ’’ costumed like the statue and ac- 
companied by a Mau Friday very little cos- 
tumed. Behind the boat came long files of 
bonny fishwives engaged in baiting: their lines. 

It will next be in order for London to give a 
statue to Defoe, who lies in what is called the 
‘** Dissenters’ Westmister,’’ Bunhilifields, Fins- 
bury, under a simple reised siab on which is 
inscribed: ‘* Erected from Subscriptions by 
Children Who Read Robinson Crusoe.” 


FRANCE. 

A BIG BRIDGE COLLAPSES—THE PRESI- 
DENCY — TONQUIN NOT TO BE ABAN- 
DONBED. 

Paris, Dec. 17.—A sensation was caused here 
today by the collapse of the portion of Point 
Neuf which connects the lle de la Cité, on 
which is situated the Cathedral Church of 
Notre Dame, with both sides of the River 
Seine. It is the largest bridge in Paris, and 
one of the oldest, having been reconstructed 
in 1852. In ite centre is a bronze statue of 
Henry IV. Thousands of people have gathered 
in the Vicinity watehmg the bridge, as it is 
feared it will collapse altogether. A heavy 
rise in the Seine caused the disaster. The 
water continues to rise and disastrous floods 
are feared. 

The election for President of France will be 
held Dec. 28. 

The Cabinet bas decided to treat the 
reduction of the Tonquin credit as tan- 
tamount to ai declaration of want of 
confidence. In the Chamber of Deputies 
today Premier Brisson deciared that the 
Government was prepared to discuss the 
question and to resolutely insist that the hole 
of the proposed credit of 75,000,000 francs be 
granted, which would imply that France was 
determined to remain in Tonguin.

There was little traffic at the time, 
Large lumps of masonry fell into the 
river, and gaping fissures have appeared 
in the roadway. The lamps on the bridge 
toppled and the gas mains were broken. A 
workman who was sent to cut off the gas was 
nearly suffocated. Other piers of the bridge 
are askew.

In 1879 the school ex- 
penses were but 19.4 per cent of the tax levy, 
in 1880 they were 22.4 per cent, in 1881 27.7 per 
cent, in 1882 28.2 per cent. In 1885 they ex- 
ceed 40 per cent of the entire appropriation 
for all city purposes. The fact is that in every 
item of expenditure the present School Board 
members seem to have been extravagant. 
Their extravagance in the erection of buiid- 
ings has been already shown. They have been 
equally extravagant in the purchase ot school 
sites, and strange as it may appear they 
would have been still more extravagant 
but for the restraining power of the Council. 
The School Board recommends the purchase 
and the Council acts on the recommendations. 
In the early part of 1882 the School Board rec- 
ommended the purchase of a lot at the corner 
ot Walout and Paulina streets for $21,500. The 
Council refused to adopt the recommendation. 
The board readvertised and found a lot on the 
opposit corner which they recommended to be 
purchased at 515,800. The Council again 
refused to buy. The board then found a 
lot also at the corner of Paulina and 
Walnut streets for $12,732. This lot it appears 
was purchased and a fifteen-room builaing 
erected on it. The Council in this case pre- 
vented a waste of $9,000 of the peopie’s money 
by the board. The Council also rejected the 
board’s proposition to buy a lot at the corner 
of Monroe and Leavitt streets for $20,750, and 
aiso the proposition to buy a lot at the corn 
of Harrison street and Centre avenue f 
$20,000. It is to be regretted that the Council 
was not equglly obstructive in other cases, as 
for instance with reference to the South Side 
High School lot at the corner of Twenth-sixth 
street and Wabash avenue for which $31,400 
was paid, and the West Side High Schooi lot 
purchased for $28,000.

The membership of the Committee on Ac- 
counts was increased to nine. 

Mr. Springer of Illinois made several at- 
tempts to abolish committees which he deemed 
useless, declarmg that some of them did no 
business except select clerks, but his efforts 
were unsuccessful. Pending an effort on bis part 
to abolish the Committees on Public Expend- 
itures in the various departments and to create 
one committee on the expenditures in the ex- 
ecutive department the House adjourned.

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Jasper Sweet Tells the Story of His 
‘Wrongs and Describes His 
Crime. 


Evidence Tending to Establish His Men- 


tal Derangement—The Arguments 
to Be Made Today. 


In the MoOarchy Oase the Prisoner Claims 
the Shooting of His Father Was 
an Accident. 


The trial of Jasper Sweet for the killing of 
Dr. Waugh is approaching a conciusion. At 
the adjournment of court yesterday afternoon 
Judge Shepard announced that the arguments 
of counsel must be finished today, if it required 
an evening session. The defendant, Sweet, 
occupied the stand the greater part of the 
morning, and the remainder of the day was 
consumed largely by the defense in trying to 
prove bis irrational state of mind at the time 
of the killing. 

Inspector Bonfield was the last witness intro- 
duced by the prosecution. He testified that he 
talked with Sweet after his arrest, and that he 
said he had had trouble with Dr. Waugh, and 
had written him atbreatening letter, and waited 
for him at different times, but until then with- 
out avail. 

The line of defense was clearly defined in 
the testimony of Sweet, which followed. He 
practically admitted all the testimony of the 
prosecution, and rested the defense on the 
grounds of moral irresponsibility and justifica- 
tion. 

Sweet took the stand, looking pale, but cool 
and collected, and apparently made a very 
good impression upon the jury. He testified 
that his wife had been sick and that he em- 
ployed Dr. Waugh to attend ber, His suspi- 


cions were aroused that Waugh was intimate 
with his wife, and Aug. 7 he made a perfora- 
tion iu the wall of the adjoining stairway, and 
through this hole saw his suspicions complete- 
ly verified. He said that be was 80 overcome 
by what he saw that he was completely pros- 
trated and nearly fainted. He did not try to 
force an entrance, but wentdown-town. Aug. 
10 he again saw Dr. Waugh in his wife’s room, 
but nothing occurred that time. The next 
morning he accused his wife of the 
crime, in the presence of her sister, and she 
confessed. Se said that Dr. Waugh first took 
advantage of ber in his office, and did so after- 
wards repeatedly, threatening her if she di- 
vulged the secret. Sweet said that be went to 
Waugh’s office intending to kill him with a 
pocket-knife, but Waugh was not ip. He 
afterwards wrote to him, accusing him of the 
crime, but Waugh did not answer the letter. 
He sola his store and sent his wife and boy 
away, and then purchased a revolver, with the 
intention of committing suicide, but the 
thougbts of his little boy refrained him from 
doing so. He then went to Waugh’s office sev- 
eral times without seeing him. The night of 
the shooting, Sept. 12, he left home, intending 
to visit a friend on the West Side, but he got to 
thinking about Waugh, and alighted from the 
car at Halsted street. When near the 
office he saw Waugh cross the 
street and enter 4 saloon. He 
waited for him and then followed him to West 
Jackson street, intending to confront him. 
Witness said he hailed him, but Dr. Waugh 
only walked faster. He had no recoilection of 
firmg the shot, but supposed that he did. The 
two fell together on the sidewalk and the re- 
voiver was left lying there. He then went 
home and went to bed and next morning gave 
himself up to the police. Sweet said when he 
was released he went to La Porte, Ind., where 
his wife was, and then to Louisville, Ky. He 
made no attempt to elude the officers, but kept 
them posted every few days as to his where- 
abouts, and afterwards met them by appoint- 
ment and came back to Chicago. 

Mr. Mills then commenced a quick fire of 
questions in cross-examination. Sweet said he 
first suspected Dr. Waugh Aug. 1. and talked 
with him three days later, but not in regard to 
his suspicions. 

Mr. Mills—Did you ever, from the first time 
you saw Waugh in the room with your wife, 
confront bim with the matter? 

Sweet—I attempted to at his office and in 
front of the saloon, but he sneaked off. 

Mr. Sears—Did Waugh ever make any reply 
to your written letter charging him with the 
crime? 

Sweet—No, he never did. 

Sweet was very composed and frank in all of 
his answers, and repiied readily to all ques- 
tions. His testimony was given as straight and 
clear on cross-examination as on direct. 

Mr. Dickey, to whom Sweet sold his business 
on West Madison street, said the prisoner did 
not seem to bein his right mind. William 
Farnhoff had xnown Sweet and worked with 
bim, and noticed that he became suddenly 
morose about Aug. 7. 

Sweet being recalled, denied having told a 
Despiaines street officer that he was sorry he 
did not finish Waugh.“ and said he never ap- 
plied a vile epithet to the man be shot. 

Charles L. Perry, E. G. Mills. Miss Judith 
Cowan, Johnson Jones, and Mrs. Ayer testified 
to Sweet’s queer behavior after Aug. 7, saying 
that he seemed morose and a trifle out of his 
head. 

Mrs. Fosdick of La Porte, Ind., testified that 
she was the sister of Mrs. Sweet, and that the 
latter was now with her mother at La Porte. 
Their family life bad always been pleasant. 
Last summer she was at Sweet’s house for five 
weeks visiting. The morning of Aug. 11, the 
day that she left, Sweet accused his wife 
in her presence of being seduced by Dr. 
Waugh, and related what he had seen through 
the partition. Mrs. Sweet acknowledged her 
guilt with tears. She believed Sweet had been 
out of hie mind since Aug. 7. 

F. C. Brown, a printer, said Sweet was a 
** crack ’’ workman, exceptionally peaceabie, 
and was liked by everybody. He was very 
sensitive. 

Dr. A. H. Foster said Sweet applied to him 
the middle of August to treat Mrs. Sweet. The 
prisoner told him that another physician had 
abused his confidence, and seemed to be un- 
usually excited. In his opinion Sweet was 
— a crank or had some great wrong on his 
mind. 

Sweet’s apparent mental aberration was also 
testified to by W. L. Warner and F. L. Billings, 
printers in the same office. 

Mr. Sears—If the court please, we have three 
or tour Other witnesses who are not here, and 
have summoned others from Indiana, who 
will arrive in the morning. We can finish 
our testimony in two hours. 

Judge Shepard then adjourned court until 
9 o'clock this morning. 

Mr. Sears said to a TRIBUNE reporter that 
Mrs. Sweet would not appear on the stand. 


THE McCARTHY CASE. 

The oourt- room Was again crowded yester- 
day. After some testimony regarding the old 
man's condition when he made the ante-mor 
tem statement the document itself was read. 
Stripped of its legai verbosity, it is as follows: 

My son, Charles McCarthy, came home about 8 
o’clock Sunday morning, Sept. 27. 1885, in an in- 
toxicated condition. He had been to a dance dur- 
ing the night. He was noisy, so I ordered him out 
of the bouse and not to come in to me at all. He 
had some loud talk with his brother Dennis. He, 
my son Charies, drew a revolver and shot me, and 
this is the wound from which I am now suffering. 

Annie Peterson described how the prisoner 
Spent the evening previous to the murder at 
her house. He bad no revolver at that time. 

Mary McCarthy, sister of the prisoner, re- 
called, testified that her father told her after 
the ante-mortem statement had been taken 
that be did not think he was going to die. 

Charies McCarthy testified that he was 22 
years of age and was born at No. 137 Market 
street. Sept. 27 he met his father on Chicago 
avenue about an bour before returning home. 
He said, “Charlie, come home,” and witness 
replied be would be bome shortly. When he 
went home, about 7 o’clock, he saw his father 
making the fire in the kitchen; his father told 
him be had better go to bed, to which witness 
replied he would after breakfast. Said the 
prisoner: “I feit a little drunk, and before sit- 
ting down to breakfast I took off the black coat 
I had worn at the bail and when I called on 
Miss Peterson. I sat in my shirt-sleeves at 
breakfast and had no revolver on my person. 
Father talked to me about my drinking and I 
got up from the table and went over to the peg 
to get my hat and coat, as I thought I would 
gO Out again. Instead of taking the black 
coat I made a mistake and took a biue coat I 
had not worn for four weeks. I had not worn 
this coat since the night I bought a revolver of 
an unknown man who asked me to lend 
bim 10 — The revolver

palied it out to look at it. Whi —

AN EMINENT AUTHOR GONE. 


THE GENIUS WHO CONCEIVED THE FIRST 
“TOM AND JERRY” GATHERED TO HIS 
FATHERS. 

New York Times, Dec. 16: Jerry P. Thomas 
died in his residence, Sixty-third street and 
Ninth avenue, Monday afternoon of apoplexy. 
Soon after noon he left the Hotel Brighton for 
bis home, and witbin five minutes after reacb- 
ing it he dropped to the floor dead. He leaves 
a widow and two children. 

„Jerry Thomas,” as he was familiarly called, 
was at one time better know tu club men and 
men about town than any other bartender in 
this city, and he was very popular among all 
classes. He was a native of New York, where 
he was born in 18382. He received some money 
on his father’s death, and made an extended 
trip in California and Europe, where he devel- 
oped quite a taste for pictures and bric-&-brac. 
On his return, in 1869, he opened a saloon at 
Broadway and Twenty-second street, which 
soon became the most fashionable resort of its 
kind in the city. He afterward moved to where 
the Bijou Opera-House now stands, and his 
taste for art led him to decorate the walls of 
his new place with pictures, which were so 
thickiy hung that the saloon became prac- 
tically an art gallery. Some of his paintings 
were really fine, and he had a collection of 
large cartoons by Thomas Nast representing 
prominent men of the city which attracted 
great attention and drew business to the sa- 
loon. Jerry was of an inventive turu of mind, 
and was constantly originating new combina- 
tions of drinks, son.e ofewbich, like the Tom 
and Jerry. which he named after himself, be- 
came.very popular, and, as they could not be 
patented, were quickly adopted by other sa- 
loons for the benefit of their patrons. This 
drink was first quaffed in 1847, and Mr. Thomas 
never wearied of telling the story of its first 
concoction. In repeating it to a friend a few 
months ago, he said: 

„ One day in California a gentleman asked 
me to give him an egg beaten up in sugar. 1 
prepared the articie, and then I thought to my- 
self, ‘How beautiful the egg and sugar would 
be with brandy in it?’ Iran to the gentleman 
and said, It you'll only bear with me for five 
minutes I'll fix you up a drink that'll do your 
heart-strings good.“ He wasn't at all averse 
to having his heartstrings improved, so back I 
went and mixed the egg and sugar, which I 
had beaten up into a kind of batter, with some 
brandy. Then I poured in some hot water and 
stirred vigorously. The drink realized my ex- 
pectations. It was the one thing I had been 
dreaming of for months. I named the drink 
after myself. I bad twosmdli white mice in 
those days, one of which I called Tom and the 
other Jerry. I combined the abbreviation in 
the drink, as Jeremiah P. Thomas would have 
sounded rather heavy, and that wouldu't have 
done for a bev * 

This was in 1847, when a mere boy, that Mr. 
Thomas inverted Tom and Jerry.“ but he 
continued to make novel combinations of 
drinks after te had established himseif 
firmly in this city as a saloon- 
keeper. He always sought some striking 
name for his new beverage, and Blue 
Blazes ’’—Scotch whisky burned in the glass— 
„Buck and Brick’’—a concoction of brandy, 
sugar, and champagne—‘“Lamb’s Wool! 
Curacoa, Jamaica rum, and sweet butter—and 
‘‘Champarelie ’’—another com binanon of cham- 
pagne and brandy, were among the numerous 
mixed beverages which he introduced to his 
pstrons. Jerry’s business prospered, and he 
made money rapidly. He was not content with 


them by speculating in Wali street. This was 
the beginning of his downfall. He was un- 
successful in the street, and soon lost all that 
he had more rapidly than he had acquired it. 
He was obliged to give up his Broadway sa- 
loon, and he moved to a less pretentious place 
in Barclay street, but his up-town business did 
not follow him, and after a time be tooka 
place in Sixth avenue, nearly opposit Jefferson 
Market. Bad luck followed him here, and he 
was finally obliged to sell out. His coliection 
of pictures, which had become famous, was 
disposed of at auction. They were eagerly 
sought for, and several prominent saloonkeep- 
ers secured one or two each, some of them 
bringing very good prices.

THE DEAD FIRE-KATER. 


THE HON. E. B. WASHBURNE’S REMINIS- 
CENCES OF THE LATE GEN. TOOMBS—A 
ROUGH EXTERIOR WHICH COVERED MANY 
GOOD QUALITIES, 

No. 365 DEARBORN AVENUE, CnICcAGo, Dec. 
16.—|Editor of The Tribune.|—The death of 
Gen. Robert Toombs at Washington, Ga., last 
night, and announced this morning, awakens 
many recollections of that remarkable man. 
After serving four terms as a Whig member of 
Congress from Georgia, the last term ending 
March 3, 1853, he was elected United States 
Senator as a State-Rights Democrat.”’ I knew 
him from 1855. He occupied a house in Wash- 
ington at that time on Indiana avenue and ad- 
joining one in which my two brothers, Mr. 
Washburn of Maine and Mr. Washburn of 
Wisconsin, and myself resided. Knowing his 
dislike of Republicans, or Abolitionists,”’ as 
he always called them, I did not cultivate his 
acquaintance; but he and my brother, Israel 
Washburn Jr. of Maine, who had served together 
as Whigs in the Thirty-second Congress, were 
always on pleasant terms. That he was a man 
of great talent and great force no one who 
ever knew him will deny. But his great nat- 
ural violence and his despotic will marred his 


character. He did more than any man in the 
South to produce strife between the sections and 
precipitate the Civil War. He seemed to have 
an innate hatred of the North and of the Nortu- 
ern people. So uncontrollable was his temper 
and so unreasonable his conduct that he gener- 
ally proved himself more dangerous to his 
friends than his enemies. He was rough, tur- 
bulent, boisterous, and perfectly unmanage- 
able. In his whole character and makeup he 
was more like Danton than any man I have 
ever known or read of, With his compact 
frame, his head of heavy, bushy, black hair, 
his stentorian voice, his violent gesticulataon, 
he could but remind one of Danton on the 
theatre of his great contests at the Jacobian 
Club or in the National Convention of France. 
In thought, in action, in character Toombs was 
thoroughly revolutionary. Had be been in 
Paris in 89 he would have been a great and 
courageous leader. But, after all, he baa 
many good qualities. He wasa good husband, 
akind father, and a pleasant neighbor. His 
wife was an accomplished and agreeable lady, 
and his daughter in 1855-56, who afterwards 
married a Mr. Dubose, subsequently a General 
in the Rebel service, was a bright and at- 
tractive young lady. 

Mr. Toombs left the Senate before the close 
of the Thirty-fourth Congress to join his fort- 
une with that of the Rebellion. Of his career 
in the Confederacy I do not find this the occa- 
sion to speak. 

From the time Mr. Toombs left Washington, 
in February, 1861, I had never seen him till I 
met him at the White Sulphur Springs in Vir- 
ginia, a year ago last summer. As I stepped 
out of the omnibus to enter the hotel I saw a 
man talking with a group of gentiemen on the 
veranda. Though I had not seen Mr. Toombs 
for more than twenty-three years, anc though 
he had greatly changed, yet I could not mis- 
take him. After entering the hotel and regie 
tering my name I stepped out on the veranda 
and addressed him, menvoning my own name 
and saying that he had probably forgotten me, 
and 1 think he bad, though he protested that 
he well recollected me. After that we had many 
and most agreeable conversations, for he was 
an interesting talker and was full 
of reminiscence. Our talks were of ante- 
bellum times and he seemed never to 
tire of going over them. On one occasion, 
when we had been discussing some events at 
Wasbington before the War, be brightened up, 
rubbed his hands, and exclaimed, **How I do 
like to tala of those old times.“ He had with 
him at this time two of bis grandchildren—the 
daughter and son of his daughter (then dead) 
by Dubose. In all our conversations we both 
studiously avoided the most remote allusion to 
the late unpleasantness.”” I told a mutual 
friend whom I found at the springs how 
gratified I had been with my conversations 
with Mr. Toombs and how agreeable I had 
found bim. He said I would always find him 
so, provided I did not mention the name of 
Jefferson Davis, as well as that of another 
gentieman which I will not repeat here. 
“Should you venture to mention either of 
those names.“ said he, you will arouse all his 
old-time flre.“ Some time previous to this Mr. 
Toombs had joined the Baptist Church, and 
be seemed much moderated and subdued. 
I read a notice of him today which 
spoke of him as having been very intem- 
perate during bis late years. That I do not be- 
lieve. During the time I knew him in Wasumg- 
ton he was always a temperate man, and in 
the week we spent together last summer a 
year ago at the White Sulpbur I never saw 
the slightest indication that he had been in- 
duiging in stimulants. 

A good story used to be told in Washington 
about old Ben Wade of Ohio and Toombs. 
When Wade took his seat in the Senate in 1857 
he selected a seat on the other side of the 
aisle, directly opposit to Toombs. . Wade, who 
was one of the boidest and most outspoken of 
the anti-slavery men, determined he would 
never speak first. They sat for four days 
without speaking, and then Toombs, who was 


naturally a social man, turned to Wade and i 


entered into a pleasant conversation. From 
that time they were always on good terms and 
Toombs used always to speak of him as an 
„honest Abolitionist.“ E. B. WASHBURNE.

Diversion of Business Via St. Louis the 
Cause of the Trouble—The 


Passenger Pool. 


The Belleville & Northeastern to Be Con- 
stracted—Barnings of Northwest- 
ern Roads Items. 


The refusal of most of the Western connec- 
tons of we trunk lines to become a party to 
we new freight pool causes much uneasiness. 
The Eastern managers feel that without

The 
pusiness of the Chicago lines therefore is un- 
usually licht, and unless there is soon @ 
change for the better the Chicage roads will 
nave to protect their interests by cutting rates. 
Nearly all the grain from Nebraska and Kan- 
gas now KOIDE forward is being shipped via St.

A NEW RAILROAD. 

BELLEVILLE, III., Dec. 17.—{Special.}—Last 
night a meeting of the substantiai citizens was 
held for the purpose of organizing a new rail- 
road corporation to be known as the Belleville 
& Northeastern Railroad Company. The pro- 
posed railroad is to iptersect the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi at Lebavon, the Vandalia at St. Jacob, 
and the Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis at some 
point on a line between St. Jacob and Litch- 
fieia, which latter place will be its terminus.

A OCONFERENCE OF BASTERN AND WESTERN 
ROADS. 

New York,. Dec. 17.—An informal confer- 
ence was held today between representatives 
of Eastern and Western railroads at Commis- 
sioner Fink’s office.

COMMISSIONERS FIXING FREIGHT TARIFFS. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Dec. 17.—The Railroad 
Commissioners bave finished their work on the 
transit roads’ new grain tariffs. The last to re- 
quire their attention was that of the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul. As previously stated, some of the 
rates quoted from Southern Minnesota points 
are considered too bigh, and will have to be 
reduced. Upon the return of General North- 
western Freight Agent Boyden from Chicago a 
conference will be held and the matter finally 
settled. 


RECEIVERS APPOINTED. 

New ORLEANS, La., Dec. 17.—The applica- 
tion of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, 
on which Judge Pardee, in the United States 
Court, yesterday appointed ex-Gov. Brown of 
Tennessee and ex-Gov. Sheldon of New Mexico 
receivers of the Texas & Pacific Railway Com 
pany, was beard at great length. After con 
sideration of the case, Judge Pardee appointed 
the receivers mentioned and orders were tele- 
grapbed to the officiais of the road notifying 
them of the action of the court. 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 

The September statement of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, Atlantic system, shows an in- 
crease of $107,985, net earnings, compared with 
September 1884. 

The Northern Pacific earnings for the sec 
ond week in December were $184,954. The 
Duluth earnings for the second week in the 
month were $36,422, or $68,695 so far for the 
month. 

The Chicago & Northwestern Railway has 
definitly decided to build a new line from Fre- 
mont, Neb., to Lincoln, Neb., and it is stated 
that contracts for ite construction are now 
bemg awarded. 

A new depot for the Cadillac & Northeast- 
ern Railroad bas just been completed at Cadil- 
lac. Mich., and the Northeastern terminus 
reached Lake City, Missaukee County, yester- 
day. The extension will undoubtedly be con- 
tinued in the epring and will reach some prom- 
inent point north. 

It is rumored that the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company bas offered to sell the Utah & Nortb- 
ern from Butler to Garrison to the Northern 
Pacifig Railroad Company, and that the land 
department of the Northern Pacific favors the 
purchase, while the construction department 
thinks it better and cheaper to build.

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FROM THE STATE CAPITAL, 


THE REVENUE COMMISSION DISCUSSES THE 
THOMAS RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO RAIL- 


SPRINGFIELD, II., Dec. 17.—|Special.|—The 
Revenue Commission resumed its session in 
Committee of the Whole today and spent the 
afternoon in warm debate on the Thomas reso- 
lufion providing for taxing the gross receipts 
of railroad corporations, It will be remem- 
bored that the resolution failed of adoption at 
the last meeting by a tie vote, but it was re- 
considered. The Chicago members of the com- 
mission fought the scheme bittériy to the last, 
but it was finally adopted by a vote of 7 to 5. 
Tne provisions of this proposed section are in 
brief as follows: 

Between the lat and 30th days of January, A. D. 
1888, and the Ist and 30th days of January in each 
year thereafter, every person or corporation 


operating or using any railroad in this State, 
either severally or in common with some other 


b 

shall multiply 

such receipts for y by five, 
and the product shali be deemed to be the taxable 
value of all the franchises and privileges legaliy 
exercised by such person or corporation in this 
State and of all the property of such person or 
corporation necessary for and used in the prosecu- 
tion of his or its said business in this State, and 
such franchises, privileges, and property shall not 
be taxed in any manner or for aay purpose ex- 
cept as herein provided. Provided, that when- 
ever the State Board of Assessors is sat- 
istied that there is any property of any 
such person or corporation not 80 necessary for 
or used in the prosecution of any such business, it 
shall direct the same to be assessed by the local 
Assessors. Provided, further, that all other prop- 
erty in this State, both real and personal, belong- 
ing to such person or corporation shall be assessed 
and taxed in the county, town, village, district, or 
city where the same is located or found. That 
every such corporation shall have and maintain an 
Office in this State, at which shall be kept a com- 
plete set of account-books, showing in detail all 
of its receipts and expenditures in and about said 
business, which books shall at all times be sub- 
ject and open tothe inspection of the Auditor or 
hie agent or agents appointed to inspect the same, 
except in cases where other provisions are made 
by the State Board of Assessors. 

It defines the term gross receipts to mean all 
the earnings and receiptg of any such person 
or corporation received Trom the transporta- 
tion of cars, freight, mails or passengers in 
this State, either by such person or corpora- 
tion on its own account, or for or on account 
of any other person or corporation 
whatever in any manner engaged in such 
business and not required to make such state- 
ment of gross receipts without any deduction 
for any rebate, drawback, or expense what- 
ever, or payment to any other person or cor- 
poration for use of cars run over the railroad 
operated by the person or corporation from 
whom sucb statement is required, or tor any 
other service whatever in connection with any 
transportation over such railroad. The State 
Board of Assessors are then to compute the 
tax on this valuation at the average 
rate of taxation throughout the State, 
provided that the limit shall be 
five per centum of the valuation. A 
failure on the part of any raijroad corporation 
to pay this tax during the month of March 
each year or tocomply with the provisions of 
the act in making the required report will ren- 
der it liable to a fineof $500 per day for 
each day the default continues. 

It is the opinion of the Commissioners favor- 
ing these provisions that it will prove satisfac- 
tory to about two-thirds of the railroads of the 
State, since they will be released from all other 
taxation, but that the larger raijiroaas will bit- 
terly oppose it. 

The motive of the Chicago members in so 
strenuously opposing the resolution is found 
in the claim that it willexempt from local 
taxation in Cook County about $100,000,000 
worth of property, but the members favoring 
the resolution claim that. considering the 
fact that the other property of the 
county will be relieved from all State 
taxes and that all the capital stock 
taxes of corporauons subject to such taxation 
will be applied to county and municipal in- 
debtedness, a computation will show that the 
balance is in faver of Cook County and will ag- 
gregate about $50,000,000. They think the prin- 
cipal objectun will be raised by smaller towns 
throughout the State, where municipal in- 
debtedness has been incurred m aiding in the 
construction of railroads, as the withdrawing 
of the railroad property within their municipal 
boundaries from local taxation will create a 
hardship which will be disproportionate to the 
relief they received in bemg relieved from 
taxes for State purposes. 

The report of the Committee of the Whole, 
as it now stands, provides that all the revenue 
for State purposes shali be raised exclusively 
by railroad companies, telegraph companies, 
insurance companies, express companies, tele- 
phone companies, and class “A” and 8 
elevators, and upon all the other taxable prop- 
erty of the State will devolve the necessity to 
raise the county, town. and municipal taxes. 
It is approximately estimated that the State 
revenue thus to be raised will amount to about 
$3,070,000 per annum, which will be distributed 
nearly as follows: Railroads, 2. 200. 000; 
lilinois Central, $380,000; telegraph, $50,000; 
express, $20,000; telephone, $60,000; insur- 
ande, $260,000; and elevators, $100,000. The 
localities havmg the greatest number of cor- 
porations subject to a capital-stock assessment 
will be benefited in a correspondimg ratio. 
The salaries of the members ot the State Board 
of Assessors were fixed at $2,500 per annum.

New Orveans, La... Dec. 17.—([Special.)— 
James D. Houston, the principal factor in 
the Louisiana State Government, returned 
from Europe by way of New York Saturday 
night and Sunday appeared before the Board 
of Pardons to plead for the commutation of 
the sentence of Ford and Murphy, the con- 
demned murderers of Capt. Murphy. The 
board refused to recede from their former ac- 
tion. He left yesterday for Baton Rouge, anda 
today was successful in obtaining from the 
Governor an order of reprieve. He was backed 
up by a petition signed by a large 
rumber or politicians, bankers, mer- 
chants, and others asking for a res- 
pit “in the interest of society,“ which 
is construed to mean that no white man shal!

As one of many interested finan- 
cially and socially in the great West Side, I eu- 
ter my solemn protest against the opinion of 
esteemed North and South Side fmends that 
we are to be given over to the abomination of 
desolation and our homesto become hence- 
forth the abiding places of vultures and bats. 

It is difficult for one to think that Mr. Law- 

rence or others expressing opinions similar to 

his are at all serious in what they say, or, if 
serious, have given the question the thought 


that it deserves. In a great city like Chicago, 
which bas sprung into a mighty existence 
within a very few years, comparatively, it is 
but natural to find a large number of peopie 
who have been fayored by fortune and become 
suddenly rich—not rich in a day., but rich in a 
few years, which, when compared to the slow 
growth of fortunes in our Eastern eities, can 
justly be called suddenly rich. If you were 
asked what kind of a life a man would pursue 
who ina day makes a fortune on the Board 
of Trade, yod would say: O, he will buy a 
$500 per foot lot on one of the South Side av- 
enues and build a mansion in keeving with his 
surroundings, live high and fast, think he is 
called on to aasociate with the Astors and nat- 
urally suppose he has reached the pinnacle of 
earthly paradise.“ Such is man’s ambition 
when there is opportunity to gratify it in a 
hurry. It is not tae slow healthy growth of 
years and generations, but morbid, and shoddy. 
What was genteel Chicago previous,to the great 
fire? Mostly Michigan and Wabash avenues; 
and today it is these streets, with a few adjacent 
ones, upon which our ex-West Side neighbors 
bave bought at a less figure per front foot and 
stili catch the socialcrumbs from the tables of 
our aristocratic families. Wewhoremain at 
home wish them well in their visit to these new- 
found fields, but when they, like the prodigal 
eof old, are tired of the husks and cry 
„ Enough,” we shali gladly receive them back 
again into the fold. However, for this tem- 
porary hegira we West-Siders are ourselves in 
a great measure to blame, Twenty years ago 
a man was contented to purchase a home on 
the West Side at the same distance from the 
river a North-Sider does today. But West- 
Siders, for some inconceivable reason, have 
altered their tactics, and are not seemingly 
satisfied until they have purchased a lot and 
built a house on some lonely prairie spot far 
removed from any neighbor or friend. Instead 
of utilizing the finest and most convenient por- 
tion of the West Division, it has been almost 
entirely ignored and given over to a class of 
peopie not generally recognized amoug the up- 
per-ten. This district is bounded by Halsted, 
Loomis, Lake, and Uarrison streets. There is 
no reason why God's people shouldn't 
go in and possess this region flowing 
wich milk and honey and make it what 
it should be, There are no locations in the City 
of Chicago today as convenient to business 
that can be obtained at any such prices as can 
lots within the streets named; and why in the 
name of common sense people will buy their 
homes in Lake View, Hyde Park, or on the 
western prairies, and worry out their exist- 
ences in uncomfortable and uncertain modes 
of conveyance to the business ceatre twice a 
day at least, when there is such an opportuni- 
ty offered is beyond my comprehension. Life 
is too short to waste in cars ana carriages. 
Does it look reasonable that a certain district 
containing 350,000 people, with an established 
business and manufacturing interest, having 
millions of dollars invested and giving employ- 
ment to thousands of men, should be depopu- 
lated because a few ancient bridges don’t turn 
fast enough? The remedy does not lie in seli- 
ing property, but in building new bridges that 
turn faster, if we can’t abolish them al- 
together. 

Is it reasonable to suppose that far-sighted 
men who yearly invest thousands of dollars in 
new buildings and reaity on the same despised 
West Side expect nothing in return but empty 
houses? Ina great metropolis hke Chicago 
there is room for everybody, and if just at the 
present moment there is an exuberance of 
growth to the North and the South, there must 
come a day, and that not far hence, when tne 
people wake up to abate the river and other 
railroad nuisances, that there will be a bulge 
of the same kind but of more gigantic dimen- 
sions in store tor those of us who are now 
under the ban as property-hoiders of the West 
Side. My fellow unfortunates, again I say, 
Don't give up the ship,“ but keep on buying 
new timbers and tackle, and our vessel will 
arrive safely in port in the sweet by and by.

In his personal appearance there is not the 
slightest resemblance between Pooh-Bah and 
the Japanese Secretary of State. The latter 
wears a Prince Albert coat, a tall hat, 
weli-fitting shoes, and a handsome diamond in 
his necktie. Although the room was pretty 
warm during the reporter's call no fans made 
their appearance, but instead the smoke of a 
fragrant cigar, made up in a very peculiar 
tashion, curled gracefully upward, Indeed, 
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evening its Finance Committee proposed to 
ask the Common Council to appropriate 
$2,182,000 for school purposes for the next 
year. A pretense is made, apparently with 
the intention of bambooziling the public, that 
only $1,782,360 ie asked for. No mention is 
made of the $400,000 or more to be obtained as 
rents for the school fund “property. But this 
amount has also te be appropriated by the 
Council, so that the total asked for is close on 
$2,200,000—about one-half of the amount which 
ean be raised by taxation license for all 
city purposes whatsoever. 

In looking over the items of this requisition 
one cannot but admire the ingenuity of this 
spendthrift body in pilmg up expenses. The 
sum of $450,000 is asked for new buildings. 
Last year $450,000 was appropriated for a 
similar purpose. The School Board promised 
to build ten buildings for this amount. Only 
four of them have been erected, and it is pro- 
posed to spend nearly $200,000 of the appro- 
priation on one other, and that of a character 
not needed by the city. The effrontery of the 
board’s Finance Committee in asking again 
this year for $450,000 is amazing. Every item 
of the estimates of last year was admittedly 
extravagant, but additions have been made to 
every one of them except that for sites and 
evening schools this year, as can be seen from 
the following tabulated statement:

There is to be added to the estimates for this 
year about $12,000 more for special assess- 
ments. 

It will be noted that salaries are proposed to 
be increased $120,000 over last year. Of this, 
$10,000 18 for increase in the salaries of engi- 
neers and janitors and $100,000 in the salaries of 
teachers and employés. It is not proposed, 
apparently, to build more schoolbouses next 
year than were built this, but the inc 
dental expenses ”’"—whatever they are—wili be 
1acreased, if the board has ita way, from $18,650 
to $22,800. 

The estimates taken as a whole are outrage- 
ously extravagant, and if the board does pot 
cut them down before they are presented to 
the Council it will be the duty of the latter 
body to do 80. Some of the items, like that 
for new buildings, should de cut down one- 
half. The salary list for teachers and em- 
ployés of all kinds should not exceed $1,000,000. 
The Council can easily reduce the total from 
$2,200,000 to, at most, $1,500,000. Not to do so 
will be to encourage extravagance and waste, 
toindorse the spendthrift and jobbing disposi- 
tion of some board members, and to force tax- 
payers to fight these appropriations in the 
courts. The course of the School Board and 
Council in this matter will be closely watched. 
The Council gave all that the School Inspectors 
asked for last year, and, as it was thought ten 
additional buildings were necessary, the public 
did not grumble. The Council will hardly be 
so liberal this year. Public opinion will not 
permit that in view of the School Board's ex- 
travagant record.

There is a great deal of cruelty manifested 
in the treatment of the cattie that are shipped 
to Chicago from the country. Last Tuesday 
fifty-five head were received at the Stock-Yards 
confined in two box-cars, where they had been 
crowded together tor twelve hours, without 
food or drink, and so closely packed that they 
could neither turn nor fall. Seven of the 
creatures were stone dead when they arrived, 
and six others wore unable to stand. Even 
after the animais reach the yards they often 
suffer terribly from starvation. Last week a 
dealer in sheep was let off by Justice Tearney 
with a $10 fine for keeping 120 sheep be- 
tween three or four days without food or 
water. The cattle that cannot walk when 
taken from the car are generally left to perish, 
and humanity seldom prompts the drover to 
relieve the sufferings of a worthiess animal. 
Cows and sheep may 12 seen any day lying on 
the ground mangied, Melpless, and negiected. 
The officers sometimes arrest the offenders, 
and sometimes take pity upon the poor brutes 
and end their sufferings with a pistol-shot.
